I., L. Tremblay and R. Demas, O.M. 
1. Others present included H. B. 
Dawson, secretary of the St, Albert 
Liberal association, Ald. Wilfrid Gar- 
iepy of Edmonton, Flury Perron, A. 
C. Hulbert, Geo. Gagnon, M. Picard, 
J. Gillis, Dr. Giroux, Leon Levas- 
seur, Jos. Coulomba, Cyrile Bourgeois. 
N. Perron, Jules Chases, Geo. Des+ 
lorier, R, Farrell, W. Fitzgerald, Oscar 
Tessier, J. H. Picard, Ed. Brosseau, 
F. O’Coffey and L. V. Laporte. 

The chairman said Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
jer and the Liberal party expected 
the Hon. Frank Oliver to win not only 
the Eimonton constituency but the 
whole province.

“We, in the Edmouton division,have 
fought. the batila.for the progress of 
this country during many, many 
years. It was a «low, uphill fight. But 
we, lived in faith and hope, and some 
ot. us were near to living on charity. 
(Laughter,) For twenty years we had 
wot very much to. show for our work 
abd our faith. . Today we have some- 
thing to show. The railways, of which 
we talked and dreamed, have mater- 
ialized. The monopoly of the C. P. 
R., which roused our feelings, has 
been broken. The Canadian Northern 
has been running for three years, and 
the Grand Truhk Pacific is in course 
of construction. The, two, existing 
tailways each have more business 
than the one formerly had, and I be- 
lieve that, when the third is in oper- 
ution, there will be still more business 
for each competing railway. What 
does this mean? The buildiing of the 
Canadian Northern to Edmonton cut 
the cost of passenger and freight to 
the extent of 200 miles of haul. It 
reduced the freight rate on every 
pound of produce in and out, and the 
difference stays in the pockets of thie 
people. Every farmer reaps an en- 
hanced profit out of his produce and 
his land is move valuable. The in- 
crease in the transportation facilities 
of the country was the key to its de- 
velopment, and to increase the trans- 
portation iacilities was the avowed 
policy of the Liberal party. (Cheers.) 
We have given the country two new 
railroads and have een the canse of 
the building of a third, ‘because, re- 
member, that the very company whieh 
had one line of railroud to Edmonton 
and said that that was not. only 

lenty, Dut too much for the traffic, 

Mis now under construction, at their 
own cost, without any assistance from 
the government, another and paraflel 
line of rajlroud to Edmonton. I speak 
of the Wetaskiwin-Winnipeg section 
of the C. P. R. So that, where we 
had oaly one railroad five years ago, 
we have three additional lines either 
bnilt or under construction.

every other part of Canada, p 

The opposition are telling the peo- 
ple that the government has robbed 
the country of its land for the benefit 
of its friends, and they ask the pecple 
to vote against the government in con- 
sequence. Now the government has 
only one policy in regard to the ad- 
ministration of the public lands and 
that is ‘the land for the settler.’ Let 
me here institute a comparison, The

Conservative government, in its 18 
years of power, gave to railway com- 
Panies 32,000,000 actes and to actual 
acres, 
Liberal government, in its 12 yeara of 
office, has’ given to railway companies 
not one acre, but it has given to ac- 
tual settlers 25,000,000 acres. (Cheers.) 

“The Conservative government did 
more for its friends, the railway com- 
panies. , It reserved for them every 
odd numbered section from the Red 
river to the Rocky mountains.

During First Halt cf September Since 
New Land Act Went Into Force 
This Amount tias Been Provided 
by Pre-Emption and Purchased 
Homesteads. 


Ottawa, Sept. 23—Under the new 
Dominion Lands act from Sept. 1 to 
Sept. 16th, inclusive, the following 
number of quarter sections were en- 
tered for :— 

Homiesteads 4539, pre-emptions 5386, 
purchased homesteads “334, home- 
steads and pre-emptions 586, total 
number of quarter sections entered 
for 10,895, total number of acres dis- 
posed of by entry. 1,743,200, 

Taking the pre-emptions and pur: 
chased homesteads, 6,306 quarter sec- 
tions, sold as either pre-emptions or 
purchased ‘homesteada, provided over 
$3,000,000 towards Suilding the Hud 
son Bay railway. 


GUN EXPLODED; 13 KILLED. 
Accident at Gunnery Drill on Board 
Cruiser Latouche Treville. 


Toulon, France, Sept. 23.—Durin,z 
gunnery «rill today one of the turret 
guns of the cruiser Latouche Treville 
exploded with terrific force, complete. 
ly wrecking the after turret and kill- 
ing the entire gun crew of thirteen. 
A number of men were seriously in- 
jured, some of them probably fatally. 
The accident ‘was similar to that 
aboard the gunnery school ship Cou- 
ronne off Lesalius D’'Hyeres on August 
last, when, by the bursting of the 
breast of the gun, six men were killed 
and eighteen injured, 


The drill today had proceed for a 
‘onvidernb’e time, when, without 
viiniog the whole turret seemed to 


low out.  Distnembered bodies were 
hrown in all directions, and several 
n them were hurled into the sea 
through thé great breech caused — by 
the explosion, The spectacle was 
aorrible; the dead and wounded, to- 
gether with shattered arms and legs 
littered the decks, A call to quarters 
was sounded, aiid as speedily as pos 
sible the wounded were cared for. 
The gun that exploded was 7.6 inche- 
bore, of which the cruiser carried two 
Happening so soon after the accident 
the Gouronne, the explosion today 
‘as caused «sensation in naval 
circles, and doubtless will lead to a 
most rigid investigation, The La 
touche Treville carries 370 men.

AGRICULTURISTS 


Scottish Commission Leaves Edmon- 
ton Headed Homeward—Caledon- 
ians Feeling Farewell. 


Kever since the old fur trading days 
when the Thompsons, the Frasers, the 
Mackenzies and the Maedonalds explor- 
ed the boundless expanses of the Cana- 
dian West, the Scotsmen have been look 
ed upon as the leaders in discovery and 
investigation, 1t is probably for this 
reason that the visit of the Scottish 
Agriculturists to Canada has been con- 
sidered a matter of greater moment than 
any other deputation that has visited the 
Edmonton district during a period of 
many years. 

At two o’clock yesterday the visitors 
brought théir stay in Strathcona to a 
close and were escorted by members of 
the Edmonton board of trade to inspect 
the business establishments of thia city. 
They drove to the brick manufacturing 
plant, where their observation faculties 
worked hard. They also drove to the 
government buildings and the old Hud- 
son's Bay fort. They were fully capable 
cf appreciating the historic interest of 
the old fort. A visit was also made to 
the powér house and through the whole- 
sale and retail sections of the city with 
particular reference to the Hudson’s« Bay 
Store, Revillion Bros., Utd., and the 
Aome Co., Ltd. 

When the party had reached an ad- 
vantageous pesition at the corner of 
First street and Jasper avenue. 
Macdougall turned in a fire alarm and 
an exhibition run was made in 75 sec- 
onds. This was a great surprise to the 
visitors and was commented upon freely 
at the C.N.R. depot last evening before 
the departure for the east was made. 

Caledonians in Charge. 

Shortly after eight o'clock, when the 
tiime diew near to proceed to Ge station, 
the Caledonian Society took the farewell 
proceedings in hand. Four pipers gath- 
ered in front of the Alberta hotel and 
enlivened the air with an inimitable 
skirl, A large crowd gathered around by 
the time the visitors made their appear- 
ance, A procession was formed to the 
station up the middle of the street, 
headed by the four pipers and the mem- 
bers of the commission while the crowd 
increased in numbers all along the way. 
Prominent among these was Mayor Mac- 
dougall and Mr. Bell, president of the 
Caledonians.

R. depot, While the pipes were playing 
feet were restléss and imaginations were 
active, All realized that the visitors had 
reached the turning point in their tour 
and were bound for their home in Seot- 
land. There were sone there who had 
not seen the old land for manyja day and 
who felt as though they could not resist 
the desire to mount ‘the train and. be 
carried along.. Scme even to the last 
minute ascended the steps of the car to 
shake hands with the departing visitors 
cr to renew a friendship that was made 
many years ago and now was almost for- 
gotten, Some of the visitors took out 
their note books and dotted down some 
names, This meant that when they 
reached their own hillsides again they 
would tell their friends of the Perth- 
shire, Aryshire or Dumfriesshire men 
they had seen in far-off Canada, 

Just before the shrill whistle announe- 
ed the time for the train to pull ont the 
pipers gave another tune and cheered Mr. 
Barber, who stood on the platform to 
reply. 

True Scots in Canada. 

“We are on the eve of departure for 
the old land,” said he. ‘‘Tonight we turn 
eastward and with one or two stops go 
straight to Quebec to board the steamer. 
We have had a delightful time, When 
we get home we will tell our friends that 
there are many true Scottish hearts in 
far Northwest Canada that beat warmly 
in memcry of the mother land. We wish 
you the best of good fortune.” 

As the train began to leave the plat- 
form the Caledonians sang “Will Ye No 
Come Back Again” with great feeling. 
With a wave of the hand and a farewell 
the members of the commission passed 
into the night. 


COAL FAMINE THREATENED. 
Not More Than 15 Per Cent. of Re- 
quired Amount Is On Hand. 


Superior, Wis., Sept, 23.—There now 
seems to be nothing in sight but a 
coal shortage during the coming win- 
ter, and it is more than likely that it 
will be felt at the coming of the first 
cold weather, Railroad. men here 
have gathered statistics in regard to 
the amount of coal that has gone tor- 
ward into the country and thy amount 
on hand, and these figures show that 
the situation is likely to be just as 
serious as during the wimter of 1906-07, 

The figures shows that considerably 
less thin hali of the coal has gone 
forward that will be necessary to take 
care of the coming winter’s demand 
for that commodity, Many towns have 
less than 15 per cent. of the amount 
that would be necessary to meet even 
the demand that will be created with 
the first indication of cold weather. 
Coal men and railroad men have 
been working to get as much coal ont 
into the country as possible, but it 
has been a dismal failure,

_ The statement made in the last edi- 
tion of the Eye Opener regarding the 
pene. of land for the site of the 
thbridge jail by the Provincial De- 
partment of Public Works, in which 
deal Howard Douglas, Commissioner 
ot Dominion Parks, is claimed to have 
obtained more than a legitimate profit 
on the transaction, has heen proved 
& canard by the definite statement 
which was. made to a Bulletin repre- 
sentative to-day by Hon, W. H, Cush- 
ing, Minister of Public Works. 

“The land,” said the Minister of 
Public Works, “was acquired”in the 
same way as all other purchased of 
a similar nature made by the govern- 
ment, through the department of ub- 
lie works. The price paid was the 
same as the price quoted on adjoin- 
ing lands in the same locality, name- 
ly $5 per acre, The first piece »ur 
chased was eighty acres, east half of 
the northeast quarter of section 34 
8-21-4. Afterwards it was decided to 
conduct farming. operations in connec- 
tion’ with this institution, and the 
adjoining quarter section was bouglit 
at the same price. This land was al) 
fenced, and had a dwelling house and 
one or tao wells on it. The land was 
owned ‘by Messrs. Douglas & Carey. I 
have no information as to how long 
they had owned it, and knew nothing 
of any dealings there may have been 
between these gentlemen in regard to 
this property, but EF do know’ that 
every cent of the purchase price was 
paid to the owners, and everything in 
connection with the deal was straight- 
forward in every way, and before the 
purchase was made Mr. Stocks, the 
deputy minister of public works, was 
sent to look over this site, and one 
offered by the A. R, & I, Co, at the 
same price, His report is on file re- 
commending the site that was bought. 

As regards the insinuations made 
against Mr, Simmons in this matter, 
I wish to say that he favored the 
land ewned by the A. R. & I, Co,, and 
he had absolutely nothing to do di- 
rectly or indirectly with this transac+ 
tion. 


GERMANY’S REPLY 10 
PRANCE-SPANISH NOTE 


Kaiser's Government Intends to In- 
sist France Shall Not Have Free 
Hand in Settling Accounts With 
Morocco—Objects to France Reim- 
bursing Herself. 


Paris, Sept. 24—A summary of Ger- 
many's reply to FrancoSpanish note 
on the Moroccan question reached the 
French government yesterday from 
Berlin, and it is understood that the 
principal difficulty raised by the Kais- 
er’s government concerns the question 
of reimbursing France and Spain for 
their military expenses in Morocco, 
Germany, it is said, takes the ground 
that France has no right to complete 
arrangements without consulting the 
signatories, of the Algeciras act and 
particularly she should not exact 
special guarantees from Mulai Hafid, 
the new sultan, such for instance as 
the occupation of. the territory until 
the debt is liquidated. There appears 
to be little doubt that Germany in- 
tends to insist that France shall not 
have a free hand in settling her ae- 
counts with Morocco.

“Mr. Ames eaid, in regard to half- 
breed ecrip: “Prior to 1806 the Conser- 
vative adminictration settled practic- 
ally all the legitimate h«lfbreed claims.’ 
This statement implies that any claims 
settled after 1896 were not legitimate 
and are—i° I understand the English 
language correctly—subject to the de- 
mand for restitution. He said, further: 
“When the Liberal government came 
into power they reopened this matter 
and admitted many demands which 
had little valid foundation. They 
even went so far as to give scrip to 
many halibreeds, living in the United 
States. Nearly 962,000 acres have 
been granted and located since 1896.’ 

“I do not wish to discuss the half- 
breed scrip question. Go far as I am 
aware, it is settled. But the Conser- 
vative party apj ‘rently do nof think 
itis. <A‘ any rate, they say they 
want to take bac a large part of the 
scrip that has been issued under the 
Liberal government. 

“IT do not know what kind of can- 
vas will be made by our opponents in 
this contest, but so far as I have 
heard, it has not. been creditable up 
to the present time.

The Conditions Prior to 1896. 

“May 1 remifid you of the condi- 
tions which, existed before the Liberal 
party rosé to power. Do you remem- 
ber the years immediately preceding 
1896? Do you remember the commer- 
cia!, financial and industrial condi- 
tions of that time? ‘Those conditions 
were not good in any part of Canada. 
It is true there was depression in the 
world at large, but in no part of the 
world were the commercial, financial 
and industrial conditions worse, I 
think, than they were right here—to 
the knowledge end sorrow of those of 
us who were here.

“Why were things in euch a state in 
Canada at that time?

That is the question I ask 
you to answer on October 26th. (Re- 
newed cheering.) Are the people of 
Canada anv less religious than they 
were in 1896? Is the French-Canadian 
any less proud of his race and lang- 
uage than he was before?

And so does the English Canadian, 
But each one to-day is willing to give 
the other eredit for honesty ot purpose 
and to work side by side’ with him 
for the benefit of both.

a es, and showed the benefits which 
had accrued through the establish- 
ént of the railway commission. The 
speaker also commented upon the 
French treaty. He exhorted the elec- 
tors to support Mr: Oliver, dwelling 
upon Mr, Oliver’s struggles and work 
in the Edmonton district and his con- 
sistent advocacy of Liberal principles. 
The meeting closed; with cheers for 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Mr. Oliver,
